IN relation to the 15th amendment, 
the Nashville Union and American 
says: ‘‘ Every member of the Legisla- 
ture is supposed to be able to say 
whether he was sent there,to ratify or 
reject. In this view we do not per- 
ceive the necessity of newSpaper dis- 
cussions as to whether it should be 
ratified or rejected. If anything is to 
be said at all on the subject, it can be 
postponed to the time when the Leg- 
islature shall propose to take action; 
and we will hear from the members 
themselvés, and from the press, 
whether the popular verdict was for 
or against it.” Does the Union and 
American mean by this to indicate 
that the press should be silent, except 
to express its opinion as to what the 
verdict of the people was on the ques- 
tion of negro suffrage, when the people 
all know, and by an overwhelming 
majority will say, they have not 
voted on this subject at all, but 
only on the subject of the enfranchise- 
ment of white men, in relation to 
which their verdict has been affirma- 
tive, positive and absolute? We all 
know how it is about that, too well 
to require any expression of the press 
whatever, and the press cannot*in- 
struct the people as to how they voted 
on'this subject. If the ** wisdom of 
the 15th amendment’’ was not de- 
cided upon in Tennessee previously 
to the late election, are we to under- 
stand the Union and American as in- 
timating an opinion on the subject of 
a ratification or rejection, or favorably 
to a,,past ratification? We deny any 
such ratification. It is a question 
which has not yet been discussed in 
Tennessee, except by bald declara- 
tions that one was for it and another 
against it. Discussion is precisely 
what is needed, in order ‘to a correct 
conclusion on the subject, and this 
because there has been no discussion 
whatever. We deny that a ‘ ques- 
tion has already been decided, one 
way or the other,’’ which has never 
been discussed before the people. And 
also the propriety of postponing all 
discussion to the meeting of the Legis- 
lature in October. On the contrary we 
think that the matter should be dis- 
cussed and ventilated fully and fairly 
on the stump and jn the press, The 
fact that there are any ‘conflicting 
opinions ’’ shows the necessity of dis- 
cussion. If we have a Convention, 
the issue will be raised, and every 
candidate will be required to say aye 
or no on this subject! It is a question 
of the greatest practical significance 
and importance. And we desire to 
arrive at fair conclusions, not by in- 
fluences which may be brought to bear 
one way or the other, but by such 
arguments as may beconclusive of the 
subject, by arraying the facts of our 
experience, and by the vote of the 
people, which should certainly be 
strong enough for -universal suffrage 
to be satisfactoryfto those who favor it, 
where fll colors have a right to vote 
on the subject.

in this enterprise, associated other 
entlemen of East Tennessee and 
Vest Tennessee, with them. The 
firm is composed of the following per- 
sons: Gro, W. SAULPAN, JAMEs H. 
ALLEN and Gro. P. GATES of Nash- 
ville, -Tenn., all practical  rail- 
road bridge builders, of 
the highest reputation for many years 
in Middle Tennessee -and Georgia; 
CHARLES MCGEE, of Knoxville, and 
JaMes H, CALLoWAy, of Cleveland, 
East Tennessee, capitalists of ample 
means; Gro. B. FLEECE, of Fayette 
county, Tenn., Engineer to superin- 
tend construction; and Dr. Jonn S. 
PEETE, of Tipton county, who as- 
sumes the very important duties of 
Commissary to the working parties. 
A more skilful combination of practi- 
cal experience, financial ability, and 
peculiar adaptation to every branch 
of duty required, has seldom, if ever, 
been made in the South; and here 
again we may justly remark on the 
singularly good fortune that has ever 
attended the Mississippi River Rail- 
road. 
The Company who have undertaken 
to build the road to Covington could 
easily build it withtheir own unaided 
resources, and equip it if necessary 
after being built. | 


| The price at which the work is let 


the present voters of the State, black’ 


is highly favorable to the Company, 
and the aggregate of cost will fall con- 
siderably within the estimates of 
Capt. MILLINGTON, tht Chief Engi- 
neer. The work will be commenced 
at an early day in the ensuing month, 
and is required to be completed with- 
in eighteen months, but will be com- 
pleted sooner if the people of Shelby 
and Tipton counties shall respond to 
the efforts of the Directors to furnish 
the means more rapidly.

ton. The result of his work is, that

MILLINGTON, ‘which only  ex- 
ceeds an air line by 471 feet in a total 
distance of thirty-six and a half miles!

Rfver Railroad, or any one conneeted 
therewith.

Heis Serenaded by the Citizens of 
Knoxville. 


He Makes a Speech and Reviews 
the Situation. 


From the Knoxville Press and Herald of 

Wednesday. |} 

About 9 o’clock last evening, the 
friends of Andrew Johnson tendered 
him the compliment of a serenade, at 
the Lamar House. A largecrowd col- 
lected, and after a number of airs, 
well executed by the colored brass 
band of Knoxville, in response to 
loud calls, the ex-President appeared 
on the baleony. He was received 
with loud cheers. Quiet being res- 
tored, Mr. Johnson said : 

Fellow- Citizens 1am not in Knox- 
ville at this time for the making ofa 
studied address to the people, but be- 
ing called upon, and unexpectedly, to- 
night, I will tender you my thanks 
for this reception. I assure you, I 
know how to appreciate a reception of 
this kind, for an important gathering 
of the people to listen to one who has 
so often been honored by them, al- 
ways means to me more than the dry 
and forced reception, gotten up to or- 
der. .But being called upon, and find- 
ing this large assembly waiting to hear 
me, there are one or two things which 
I will say. 

THE LATE ELECTION. 


We have just passed through an 
important and excited canvass. The 
verdict of of Tennessee hgs 
been rendered, and of the decision 
you are all aware. A popular revolu- 
tion hastaken place in the State. 

Ours is a popular government, both 
State and Federal. There have been 
but two perfect forms of government 
since the earliest history of the world. 
One an absolute ‘government, in 
which the power is vested in one man, 
who wields entire sway over his sub- 
jects. Such a government is an empire 
or a despotic monarchy. The other is 
one in which all power is lodged in 
the hands of the people. Such is a 
republic, 

n our government we assume that 
all power is lodged in the great mass 
of the people, and the ballot box is 
the medium or the conductor which 
converts tyranny from the heads. of 
the people. For the purpose of illus- 
trating the subject, I shall consume a 
little of your time. 

GUR FORM OF GOVERNMENT. 


This is a popular government. Itis 
a democratic form of government. I 
use the word ‘*‘democratic”’ in a 
governmental sense. But the govern- 
ment we have had since the war 
closed has been somewhat removed 
from that of a republican form. This 
is a representative republic—a repre- 
sentative democracy. In the recent 
election in this State the people, in the 
exercise of their power, through the 
ballot box, have decided in favor of a 
constitutional republic. There is, 
fellow-citizens, no liberty without a 
Constitution. It was a maxim laid 
down by the old Greek that “ the soul 
of liberty islaw.’’ Prior to the late 


election, we hayeehad, herein Ten- 


borhood interests, atthe expense of 


Covington, about thirty-six and a half 


said that a more signal triumph of 


inthe past, not to make false state- | 


as Of a limited monarchy. 

So in the Federal government. 
Congress has been, for the past four 
years, omnipotent. There hen been 
no restraint upon Congress. There 
has been no restraint upon Congress. 
In their actions they have consulted 
merely their own discretion. When 
we examine closely the _ principles 
which underlie monarchical govern- 
ment and those of a republic, we will 
find that our government has been 
swinging from the one extreme to the 
other of both forms of government. 

In our present condition, we see the 
history of the world proved. . We 
started with a representative Democ- 
racy. The fathers of the country con- 
ceived the Constitution which, as it 
has truly been said, was ‘an inspira- 
tion from on high.’’ Lately we find 
that great efforts have been made to 
change our form of government and 
to divide the government. Now that 
we are endeavoring to get back to our 
old mooring and our true position, 
the danger lies in our going too 
far the other way. I trust in God, 
the good sense of the people will pre- 
vent it from being merged into a dis- 
potism. It is even now being at- 
tempted. Your attention. Men in 
power in this Government are even 
now atfempting to create an empire 
on the ruins of this Republic. There 
is a debt owing by the United States, 
amounting to %2,600,000,000, These 
men who are engaged in this con- 
spiracy to change our Republican 
Government into an empire, say that 
this debt was created to “ preserve 
the Republic.”” Now, what is as- 
sumed? Simply, that we must de- 


aying the debt, by converting the 
tepublic into an empire. My coun- 
trymen, before God and this penple 
to-night, J would rather that the Re- 
public was preserved and the debt let 
[Loud cheers.] This§ debt was 
created to save the Republic. Now 
the Republic must be destroyed to 
pay the debt! Rather let the Gov- 
ernment he preserved and let the debt 
go. [Cheers.] 


THE FIFTEENTH AMENDMEN®, 


Our government is one in which 
the people do the voting and are the 
gource of power. They are sovereign. 
As idng as the power is in the people 
the State can de 
powers. Now it is assamed by WUop- 
gress to propose an amendment to the 
federal constitution, which prohibits 
the State from fixing the qualifica- 
tions of its voters. Then, if this 
amendment is adopted, Congress 
takes the power away from the States, 
that body becomes sovereign, and the 
country ‘is swinging towards empire. 
The Constitution of the United States 
in arranging for representation af the 
several States in Congress, determined 
that Congressmen should be elected 
by the electors in the State, qualified 
to vote for members of the ‘most nu- 
merous branch of the State Legisla- 
ture. The fifteeaij; amendment pro- 
poses to lodge this power ij Con- 


Let us look at the present condition 
of Virginia, Mississippi and Texas, 
Aiiaz it had been demonstrated that 


they had ng power to secede, it is now 
by the tederai aythorities to 
eep them out of the Union. Now 


the constitution, in giving permission 
to amend itself, says, ‘* Provided, That 
the constitution shall not be so amend- 
ed as to deprive any State of its equal 
‘sutfrage in the BHenate,’’ The govern- 
ment now turns to Virginig ang says 
that until she ratifies the fifteenth 
amendment, she shall not be repre- 
sented in the Senate. 
THE RLAL PARTY. 

The time is now come when we 
should consider the elementary pyin- 
ciples of our Government and where 
they are tending. Away with these 
shallow cries for party! Let us form a 
party strong enough to save the Con- 
stitution and the country. Let us 
rally under the Constitution. Let us 
know no party animosities engen- 
dered in the days gone by.

How does this matter stand? Take 
the widow of a saldier—what money 
do they pay her in? The btondhalder 
goes to the treasury, reer pe his 
coupons and is paid in gold and silver, 
At the next desk, the poor widow’s 
pension is paid in shinplasters, She 
goes to market and pays a dollar and 
a half for a dollar’s worth. He buys 
a dollar and a half’s worth fora 
dollar. 
I tell you to place the right men in 
power. It is the deliberate design of 
men at the head of your government 
to change its character. Unless you 
get back into the safe mooring of the 
constitution, within the next four 
years you are gone. You may talk of 
parties, but this is the: great question. | 
CONCLUSION. 

I thank the peaple of Tennessee for 
the kindness and regard with which I 
have been weleomed all over the 
State. I have no concealment to 
make, J neyer played false to the 
eople. I never concealed my moa- 
ives. Ifour government is ever re- 
stored, then will the _ principles 
enunciated in my two last annual 
messages to Congress be the bases of 
the restoration. 

In Tennessee I will live; here I ex- 
pect to die. My heart’s-wish is to 
occupy & proper placein your esteem. 
When passions shall cease, and reason 
resumes her sway, I will have no fear 
of the position I will occupy in your 
regards. Good night. ;

GALVIN’S PARTING WITH HIS 


BROTHER. 


The ofly time that Galvin gave 
way, from the sentence until the dro 
fell, was during his last interview wit 
his brother Jeremiah, which took 
lace about eight o’elock in the morn- 
ng. Whenhis brother was shown 
into the cell, they fell into each oth- 
ers’ arms and wept bitterly. For the 
nonce, the strong, rude, rough men 
became as children, kissing one an- 
other passionately and sobbing aloud, 
at the stern decree‘of the law which 
was so soon to hu one of 
them into eternity. A few hurried 
words gasped out between heart burst- 


‘| ing sobs, a clasping of hands, and the 


brothers parted to meet no more on 
earth forever. Father O’Brien ar- 
rived soon after the departure of Gal- 
vin’s brother, and shortly succeeded in 
quelling the disturbed spirits of the 
wretched man; and when this re- 
porter visited the condemned cells, 
about half-past ten o’clock, he was 
quietly and calmly listening to the 
comforting assurances of his spiritua 


adviser. 


“WHAT IS KNOWN OF GALVIN. 
James Galvin was a native of Ire- 


land, was in his twenty-fifth year, 
stood about five feet eleven inches in 
his stockings, weight somewhere in 
the neighborhood of 175 pounds when 
executed, and was, in a physical sense, 
a fine looking man. ‘The only draw- 


back to his was the forma- 
ead—ferocity, reckless- 


read by the phrenologistin its whole 


eontour. countenance was clear 


and open, with a steady grey eye that 
beamed with anything else but blood- 
thirstiness. It is said that his mother 
resides in Davenport, Iowa, and that 
he has a sister somewhere in Texas 
but his persistent reticence in regard 
to himself and family renders it 


reliable information on this point. 

The crime for which he suffered is 
fresh in the minds of our readers, On 
Christmas day, 1867, Galvin and some 
friends were drinking at the Delta, a 
saloon on Main between Winchester 
and Commerce street. A couple of 
negroes, in passing the saloon, become. 
involved in some way ina quarrel 
with the party, and called upon officer 
Fenton, (on his way home to dinner 


atthe time) to arrest the assailants. 


In. the attempt the otfi- 
cer was severely beaten and 
otherwise very roughly handled, 
and drew his pistol to protect himself 
in the discharge of his duty when he 
was fired upon by Galvin and mortal- 


‘ly wounded by the second shot—the 


rst shot striking and killing a young 
German lad standing on the opposite 
sidewalk. Fenton lived onl¥ a few 
days after being shot. Galvin was ar- 
rested and tried before Judge Bige- 
low, acting Criminal Judge, and sen- 
tenced to behung. Judge Hunter, we 


, understand, subsequently signed a pe- 


tition for Galvin’s pardon or reprieve. 
Galvin proved to be a rough customer 
in jail, and once succeeded in getting 
out. Police officers Farrell, Scott and 
Welch captured him six months after- 
ward in South Memphis, where he 
had a place of rendezvous, During 
his enlargement he was shot atseverul 
times it is reported, and his presence 
in some rura neighborhoods caused 
great alarm. | 

Dufing his confinementin thecounty 
jail, since his return from Brownsville, 
a marked and decided change came 
over him. At the start his conduct 
and speech were violent and reckless, 


‘but as his time on earth grew short, 


as his mind began to heed the warn- 
ings given him by the holy father, 
as all hope of a pardon or even ofa 
reprieve died away, he _ began 
to realize the awful fate which awaited 
him should he be ushered into the 
presence of his Maker unprepared, and 
earnestly sought that peace. of mind 
which he gave such fair evidences of 
having found before his‘death. Rev, 
Father O’ Brien, who acted as his spir- 
itual adviser, expressed himself confi- 
dently as to Galvin’s state of mind, 


poor fellow was thoroughly ready 
to meet his fate and leave this world 
with asirong hope of redemption in 
the next. i. 

During an interview with him at 10 
o’clock, Galvin said to the writer that 
several attempts had been made to 
induce him to disclose certain facts 
with which he was thought to be fa- 
miliar, but that he had not divulged 
anything, nor would he; hehad made 
his confession to the holy father, and 
that was all he should ever say on the 
subject. He bade us farewell cheer- 
fully and we left him in quite a calm

THE GUARD. 

The guard was composed of the 
Metropolitan Police, under command 
of Capts. Smith and Atlee. Their du- 
ties, made doubly arduous by the rab- 
ble which swarmed upon the outside 
of the jail yard, were performed in a 
most commendable manner. It is a 
matter of regret to be compelled to 
record that two of the men, officers 
Gorbett and Sauerman, on duty on the 
outside of the enclosure, were over- 
come by the heat, and withdrawn un- 
til they recovered. We learned that 
Mr, Sauerman was severely trampled 
ao by being run over by a portion 
of the crowd, panic-stricken at the 
falling ,of a shed, on which were 
perched a crowd of people. eS, 


THE PARAPHERNALIA OF DEATH. 


The ropes, pinions and black caps 
were inspected in the guard-room 
during the morning. The ropes were 


anineh in diameter, cable-laid, and 
would have upheld a weight of 1000 
pounds falling the same distance as 
did the bodies. 

The pinions for the hands, elbows, 
ankles and knees were of leather fitted 
with buckles—an improvement on 
‘the old style bungling ropes and 
strings. 

Black muslin caps, with draw- 
strings behind, made up the outtit of 
the Sheriff's assistant. 


THE SPECTATORS INSIDE. 


Despite the precautions of Col. Cur- 
ry afew roughs gained admittance 
through the gates into the enclosure 
but were promptly chucked out as 
soon asrecognized. Itwas estimated 
there were inside the yard 300 men, 
women and children, a considerable 
number of the two last mentioned.

Father O’Brien repeated the 
service of the dying, the re- 
sponses being. distinctly given by 
the condemned man. When the Rev- 
erend Father had concluded, Galvin 
stepped forward and said: 

** Ladies and Gentlemen: I appear 
before you to-day for the last time on 
earth. I have a few remarks to make, 
however, before leaving the world for- 
ever. Itis true I killed officer 
ton, but I did it in self-defense; if I 
had not thought I should be killed by 
him i would not have shot him, I 
forgive all who had hand in bringing 
me to this ignominious death, as I 
hope to be forgiven by God. Good- 
bye and God biess all,’’ 

When he ceased speaking (at 1:41) 
the black cap was drawn over his 
head, the pinions on hisarms and legs 
were adjusted, the rope put over his 
head, and at 1:43 the drop fell, leaving 
all that was mortal of James Galvin 
danglinga lifeless clod between heaven 
and earth. 

The death was comparatively easy— 
the struggles being very slight, and 
consisting only of a few convulsive 
shudders and a partial drawing up of 
the legs. At eight minutes the pulse 
was pronounced perceptible by Drs. 
Quinby and Grasty; at thirteen 
minutes, barely felt, and at fifteen 
nrinutes entirely gone, when life was 
declared extinct, and the body was cut 
down and delivered at the gate to his 
brother and friends. 


SAM. MOODY, 


The other criminal sentenced tb 
suffer death at the same time with 
Galvin, was born in September, 1843, 
at LaGrange, Tenn., and was brought 
to Memphis age he was a year old. 
He was raised by Mr. A. J. Mont- 
gomery, near the State Female 
College; has always lived here, 
with the exception. of about a year, 
when he was running @@&the river;

MOODY’S STATEMENT. 


On Thursday afternoon, Mr. Frank 
Tucker took down in writing the an- 
nexetl statement as made by Moody, 
which was afterwards read to him anu 
pronounced to be correct in every par- 
ticular asrelated. His denial of being 
guilty of the murder of Capt. Perry is 
thought by those competent to form 
an opinion in_ the matter, to be the 
truth, and that Bedford is the really 
guilty party:
